DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Application/Claims 

1 . The Examiner notes that this Application has a Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences Decision rendered herein. The Examiner was REVERSED. 

2. NO Claims have been cancelled : NO Claims have been newly amended : NO 
Claims have been added : hence, as such, Claims 1-5 are pending within this 
application . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5 are pending for allowance. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art references of record are Lam (US PG Pub. No. 2003/0417), 
[hereinafter Lam] and www.deluxe.com, [hereinafter Deluxe]. 

Lam discloses a communication system for remotely and securely printing 
certified checks via the Internet includes a customer communication device operative to 
initiate communication with a web server which is in communication with a system bank 
capable of creating an image file of the certified check which is securely encrypted and 
transmitted back to the customer via the Internet. 

Deluxe shows an online check order and re-ordering system and method.

Independent Claim 1 and its dependent Claims 2-5 are allowed because the 
closest prior art references Lam and Deluxe when taken either individually or in any 
combination fail to teach, fairly suggest, or render obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art the step of: "... comparing at least said client bank transit number data with a data 
listing corresponding to transit number data for a plurality of banks within a database of 
said bank transit number computer system to verify that said client bank transit number 
corresponds' to bank transit data in said database ... ". 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences noted that the Appellant argued 
that the following language in claim 1 was distinguishable over the prior art: " ... 
comparing at least said client bank transit number data with a data listing corresponding 
to transit number data for a plurality of banks within a database of said bank transit 
number computer system to verify that said client bank transit number corresponds' to 
bank transit data in said database ... ". However, the Deluxe Site Page does not 
disclose how links to other subsystem elements result in comparing at least the client 
bank transit number data with a data listing corresponding to transit number data for a 
plurality of banks within a database of said bank transit number computer system to 
verify that said client bank transit number corresponds to bank transit data in said 
database. Since claims 4-5 depend from claim 1, and since we cannot sustain the 
rejection of claim 1 , the rejection of claims 4-5 likewise cannot be sustained. 

Dependent Claims 2-5 are dependent upon independent Claim 1 and thus have 
all the limitations of Claim 1 and is therefore, allowable for that reason.
